Panel MM] dealt with a matter of high priority ~ evaluation of 
the threat of a Soviet intercontinental guided missile. Attending 
this meeting were eleven outside sclientiste, highly qualified, not 
merely in the bread field of physics and chemistry, put specifically 
in the fieid of electronics, explosives and aerodynamics. Discussion 
with this panel of experts was of great value to OSI in making a sound 
evaluation of Soviet potential in this highly advanced field of mill- 
tary electronics. The Assistant Director for Scientific Intelligence 
7 expressed the desire that the Chief, Scientific Branch, continue to 
attend these Panel meetings. 


8. On 19 December 1952, ONE instituted an urgent request for 
information on fereign reaction to the Federal Trade Cemnission re~ 
port, and to the resultant antictrust. guilt against the oil companies . 
The field officer were alerted, and within two days 27 reports, which 
were directly responsive to the request, were received from the field. 
Thess were passed to ONE on Monday morning, 22 December 1952, in suf- 
ficient time tc be used in formulating an important national estimate.
